Mexicans Are Accused of 
Causing Peteet Fam- 
ily to Die. 


DEATH PENALTY WILL 
BE ASKED OF COURT

Tia Juana, Mexico, Feb. 14 (By 
A. P.).—JInformations charging 
first-degree murder were presented 
in Mexican federal court here to- 
day against the seven men held as 
a result of the ‘“‘shame suicide’’ 
of the Thomas Peteet family, fol- 
lowing alleged attacks on Audrey 
and Clyde Peteet in Tia Juana. 

Besides holding the men account- 
able for the death of the family in 
San Diego, the informations charge 
them with having attacked the two 
girls. 

At the same time Mexican 6ffi- 
cials made the first official an- 
nouncement that the death penalty 
will be asked in case the men are 
found guilty of the murder count. 
The court has 72 hours in which to 
pass upon the informations and will 
then set a date for the trial. 

A decision from the court is not 
expected before tomorrow, but if 
the informations are sustained an 
early trial is probable. te

San Diego. 

Officials again intimated today 
that the attack charge against 
Llanos probably will be dropped as 
the result of information given the 
authorities by his physician. They 
were unwilling to say what effect 
this would have on the murder 
charge against Llanos: 

The decision to bring the murder 
charge against the seven was not 
reached until the last of the evi- 
dence had been taken. Previously it 
had been announced that the 
charges would be abduction and at- 
tack and that it was doubtful if the 
death penalty would. be asked.

TO AID CAIRO. MUSEUM 


Cairo, Egypt, Feb. 14 (By A. P.). 

The gift of $10,000,000 by John D. 
Rockefeller, jr., of New York, to 
King Fuad and the Egyptian people 
for the establishment of a great mu- 
seum and archeological institute at 
Cairo is announced by Prof. James 
H. Breasted, 
sentative of Mr. Rockefeller here. 
Prof. Breasted, as chairman, and 
V. Everit Macy and Raymond B. 
Fosdick, of New York, compose 
the board of trustees to whom Mr. 
Rockefeller has entrusted what is 
believed to be the largest sum yet 
offered for humanistic science and 
research. 
The $10,000,000 offer was made 
in a letter from Mr. Rockefeller, 
personally presented to King Fuad 
by Prof. Breasted, and the arrange- 
ment of practical details is being 
considered and discussed between 
the Rockefeller representatives and 
the Egyptian government. 

“In offering this great sum 
King’ Fuad, the Egyptian people 
and science,’’ Prof. Breasted said 
in an interview, ‘‘Mr. Rockefeller 
has been moved by the fact that 
the whole world, especially the 
new world of the West, owes Egypt 
a cultural debt the magnitude of 
which has been increasingly re- 
vealed by the extraordinary arche- 
ological and scientific investigations 
of recent years.

ings bill. 


Chairman Green is supported in| 
| his position by other House lead- | 
ers, who point out that the meas- 
ure they enacted kept within the 
bounds set forth by the Treasury 
and feel that the nonpartisan man- 
ner in which it was considered in 
that chamber would take tax re- 
duction out of politics if their bill 
Was approved. 


Says Loss Will Grow. 


While the Senate bill would cut | 
taxes by $456,261,000 this year, 
on the basis of calculations made 
by government actuaries, Chair- 
man Green declared yesterday that 
after this year, when it would be- 
come fully effeetive, it would re-' 
sult in a total annual reduction ot 
$600,000,000. 

‘“‘No account is taken,’’ said Mr. | 
Green, referring to the estimate for | 
reductions this year, “of the repeal’ 
of the inheritance tax, and only 
$68,500,000 is estimated as the loss 
on the capital stock tax, which loss 
will be at least $25,000,000 larger 
for the following years. When the 
law goes into full effect, as it will 
in a few years, and all of the iIn- 
heritance tax is lost, about $135,- 
000,000 will have to be added on 
account of those two items, making 
the total] reductions nearly $600,- 
000.000. This is not a matter of 
discussion or argument, but merely 
of addition and substraction. It} 
will be the duty of the conferees | 
to bring this amount within the| 
limits of our national revenues. | 


Should Protect Credit. 


‘‘In the consideration of revenue | ., 
bills the matter of first importance, | 
which should govern and control | 
everything else, is the protection | 
of the Treasury from a deficit. Un- 
der no circumstances should we 
even take the chance of being com- 
pelled to issue bonds, and thereby 
increase our national debt, or fail 
to keep our pledge to those who 
already hold bonds, by not main- 
taining the sinking fund, for such 
a course would inevitably injure 
the credit and standing of our gov- 
ernment. 

‘“‘With full knowledge of all re- 
cent estimates of our revenues, I 
have no hesitation in saying that 
the House bill made too great a re- 
duction in taxes, being based on the 
high-water mark of our revenues, 
which is certain to recede with any 
slackening in business profits. 

‘The House bi!l was based on the 
budget estimates, but budget esti- 
mates do not include any appropria- 
tions not now authorized by law. 
For example, the budget does not 
include an annual appropriation of 
$25,000,000 under the pwWhblc-build- 
ings bill, an administration measure 
which is practically certain to pass. 
It does not include $60,000,000 an- 
nually for additional pensions for 
the veterans of the civil war, a bill

London, Feb. 14 (By A. ?.) — 
To what extent women mempers 
of parliament talk in the house 
of commons is revealed in offi- 
cial records showing that from 
December 2, 1924, to date Miss 
Wilkinson, labor member, has 
reeled off 83 columns of the offi- 
clal report. This makes her thir- 
ty-ninth on the list of speakers, 
whereas Lady Astor occupies 
only 100th place.

Operations of the adjusted service compen- 
gation law, commonly known as the soldiers’ 
bonus, has many interesting features. Up to 
Zanuary 1, 1926, there had been received 3,- 
$06,045 applications for certificates and cash 
payments.

Cash payments 
have been made in 100,768 cases, amounting 
to $3,306,000.

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ENCOURAGEMENT TO SHIPPING, 

Senator Jones, of Washington, has offered 
an amendment to the merchant marine act 
which would authorize the Shipping Board to 
reserve from the construction loan fund tho 
sum of $15,000,000 to be used for the main- 
tenance of ships and routes which have been 
thrown, back upon the board through the in- 
ability of private operators to meet foreign 
com petition, 

This is a good plan, so far as it goes; but 
why should not the government adopt a pol- 
icy which would make it possible for private 
operators to compete on better terms with for- 
eigners? Instead of providing for failure, 
why not provide for success? The restric- 
tions and conditions which are thrown about 
operators desirous of taking over government 
ships are such as to discourage private enter- 
prise, because competition with foreigners is 
made more difficult without giving compensat- 
ing advantages to the government. 

The government will not grant subsidies to 
ships, and it seems to be reluctant even to give 
preferentials to commerce employing American 
bottoms. But it can at leasteliberalize the 
rules under which the Shipping Board turns 
over government-owned ships to private oper- 
ators. Competition in shipping is'in the open. 
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Americans are handicapped by high wage 
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scales and laws which safeguard the health 
and welfare of sailors. These laws should not 
be repealed, but offsetting arrangements 
should be made which will ald operators to 
compete with forelgners,

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DEFYING MINE FIRE 
RESCUERS REMOVE 
16 VICTIMS BODE 


Final, Desperate Dash After 
Battle of Eleven Days 
Is Successful. 


———— 


REMAINS UNDER DEBRIS 
FOLLOWING EXPLOSION 


Blast Occurred Just After 700 
Men on Day Force Had 
Left Workings. 


Pittsburgh, Feb. 14 (By A. P.). 
After a battle of eleven days with 
fire and poisonous gases in the 


south entry of the Horning mine, 
the bodies of fourteen of the twenty 
men who lost their lives in the dis- 
aster of February 3 were today 
brought to the surface and tonight 
were reposing at home among 
mourning wives, children and other 
relatives. 

The bodies found today were ly- 
ing close together, partly covered 
by debris. Rescue crews extricated 
them from under pieces of coal and 
bits of shattered mine cars. 

The body of John Geth, jr., re- 
mains in the depths of the mine. 
The body of his father, John Geth, 
8r., Was among those taken out to- 
day. The search for the remains 
of the younger Geth was continued. 


Names of the Victims. 


The names of the men whose 
bodies were recovered today: How- 
ard M. Ernst, 42, general superin- 
tendent, survived by wife; George 
Travis, 36, superintendent, wife; 
Lawrence Loadman, 38, foreman, 
wife; Harry Melani, 34, motorman, 
wife; George Dennard, 42, assistant 
foreman, wife, two children; John 
Polinsky, 45, cutter, wife, six chil- 
dren; Andrew Berlage, 38, scraper, 
wife, four children; John Geth, sr., 
53, bricklayer, wife; John Petro- 
vich, 45, cutter, wife, six children; 
Paul Apostole, 28, track layer, sin- 
gle; William Holtzhauser, 44, mo- 
torman, wife, four children; Mike 
Lucas, 30, loader, single; Thomas 
Piccolo, 29, track layer, wife, one 
child; John Luznar, 32, wife. 

The men whose bodies were pre- 
viously removed are Reese T. Brad- 
burn, Louis Kristan, Arthur Wells, 
Andrew Smith, Tony Hern. 

Two men, Edward Travi s, 
brother of George Travis, who per- 
ished, and Louis Powell, were in 
the mine at the time of the blast 
but escaped unhurt. 

Late yesterday a picked rescue 
team made a final dash into the 
mine. The men were equipped with 
oxygen tanks and did not desist 
until the bodies had béen reached. 

One by one the bodies were car- 
ried from the south entry to the 
shaft. They were then wrapped in 
canvas and taken to the surface 
where a temporary morgue, in 
charge of the Allegheny county 
coroner and several deputies, had 
bsen established. Later the bodies 
were taken in ambulances to Castle 
Shannon, nearby, where formal 
identification was made by rela- 
tives and friends. In almost every 
case identification was made by 
means of personal effects. Funeral 
arrangements will be made later. 

The men were trapped in Horn- 
ing mine following an explosion late 
on the afternoon of February 3, just 
after the day force of between 700 
and 800 miners had left the work- 
ings. Those entombed had re- 
mained behind to fight a small fire 
and were being directed by General 
Superintendent Ernst and Superin- 
tendent Travis. Other mine offi- 
cials had been in the workings a 
short time previous. 


Dilly Hill School Destroyed. 


Heathsville, Va., Feb. 14.—Dilly 
Hill school was destroyed by fire 
Thursday while the school was in 
session. The fire originated in the 
roof. Only a small amount of furni- 
ture was saved. The loss was about 
$3,000, with insurance $1,500.

Discipline Slack or Else Im- 
properly Organized, Says 
Dr. Morrison. 

Chicago, Feb. 14 (By A. P.).—It 
is the fault of the school itself 
rather than the pupils if school 


scandal stories get into the news- 
papers, in the opinion of Prof. 


Henry C. Morrison of the school of 
education of the University of 
Chicago. His analysis of present 


methods of teaching in American 
schools will soon be published by 
the University of Chicago Press. 

“Every year we are treated to 
scandals which bring some school 
or college into entirely undesirable 
publicity,” says Prof. Morrison. 
‘With rare exception, the causation 
lying back of the incident is a 
period, longer or shorter, of neg- 
lect of school morale or of oper- 
ation under the delusion of auto- 
matic control, 


“Either the school has become 
slack or else it has not been sys- 
tematically organized to care for 
this major element in its life. In 
the end, publicity is deprecated be- 
cause it ‘injures the’ good name of 


alma mater.’ If alma mater had 
looked after her character, her 
reputation would have taken care 
of itself.’’

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Rats are charged with causing 
several diseases of lower animals. 
In addition, they spread many of 
the several kinds of fleas which 
pester, irritate, and even endanger 
man and animals. 


Hovell, in his eminently practi- 
cal treatise on rats, writes of the 
harm done by these pesky rodents 
through disturbing the sleep of 
horses and maybe.cows. He says 
horses are kept awake by rats run- 
ning around them and moving about 
in their bedding, and in that way 
are made inefficient. 

The cost of rats, by reason of 
their consumption and spoilage of 
foods, is estimated as close to a bil- 
lion dollars per year. The general 
tendency of the various rat com- 
missions has been to report that 
rats can not be controlled. They are 
too brainy and they breed too fast 
for their human enemies. The only 
measure of contgol which gets any- 
where, according to these reports, is 
decreasing the available stock of 
rat foods. If the rat food supply 
is small the number of rats will be 
small. Conversely, much rat food 
means many rats quite regardless 
of the general methods of rat con- 
trol. 


With this opinion Hovell does 


not agree. He says: ‘‘Rats are not 
brainier than human beings; they 
only appear to be so. Men are 


thinking about other business and 
only give casual or unintelligent 
thought to rat control. In a contest 
hetween brainy rats and dumbbell 
people, of course rats win. : 

‘‘Man conquers whenever he 
trains himself to think like a rat 
and then applies his thought and 
energy to the battle.’’ 

We have seen the same line of 
reasoning applied to mosquito con- 
trol. No man is worth anything as 
a mosquito fighter until he learns 
iow to think like a mosquito. 

Hovell contends that it is not dif- 
ficult to understand the mind of the 
rat. A fair amount of study and 
observation and a swan knows the 
limited number of decisions a rat 
can make and what decides him in 
each. After that the victory is 
easy, provided the man does a little 
thinking and is duly diligent.

The pair let the 
people see that they did not get 
along together. They banged each 
other with sticks and d&nocked each 
ether down.

Christian education is the only 
means that will diminish crime and 
immorality, the Most Rev. Michael 
J. Curley, archibshop of Baltimors, 


yesterday told a large gathering at 
the dedication ceremonies of the 


| Nativity Catholic church. 


The archbishop said the attempt 
to reduce crime and immorality by 
legislation, such as prohibition, was 
doomed to failure and that the only 
means to accomplish this purpose 
is to instill Christian morals and 
religion in the children when their 
minds are plastic. He explained 
that this belief was the reason the 
Catholic church placed s80 much 
emphasis on the training of its 
children in parochial schools, where 
they can have not only the finest 
secular education possible, but the 
proper training in their duties to 
God and country. 

Archbishop Curley said that since 
the time of Constantine, who per 


mitted open expression by the 
|church, the Catholic church has 
| been especially interested in edu- 
cation, both secular and religious, 
and that the world at this time 
needs Christian education more 
than ever before. 


Praises new Church. 


Speaking of the new church, 
Archbishop Curley congratulated 
the congregation on its new edifice 
and said that it was one of the most 
beautiful churches in the archdlo- 
cese. He explained that one of the 
most important doctrines of, the 
Catholic church was the doctrine of 
the true presence on the altar of 
(Christ in the blessed sacrament 
and that it was because of this 
belief of the Church that so many 
| beautiful churches had been built. 

The archbishop said that thie 
‘church was but another link in the 
| chain that made the Catholic 
‘Church one entity even as in the 
days of Christ and the early mar- 
tyrs and that the church was 
teaching in the present the same 
morals and teachings that had been 
taught by the apostles and early 
(Christians. He also praised Harry 
J. Daly, who gave the ground for 
the church 25 years ago. 

The ceremonies began at 11 
o'clock in the morning with the 
blessing of the exterior and inter- 
ior of the edifice and the altar by 
Archbishop Curley, assisted by the 
Rev. John Wade, pastor of St 
Phillip and St James’ Catholic 
church, Baltimore, Md., and the 
‘Rev. Francis Lyons, president ot 
St. Paul's college, Brookland.

The dedication ceremonies were — 
followed by solemn high mass sung 
by the Rev. F. X. Bischoff, pastor 
of the church, assisted by the Rev.
